The first: type ,sand mould doliar »sthe last specinen:sent you 
Was coined at the £1 Resario Mine in the State of Sineloa by General 
Rafael Buelna. This coimge was in June and July of 1914% Itis said 
that only twenty five thousand dollars were coined,and that because of 
the greater weight in silver,the per centage of gold and the low value 


of the current paper money ,these cotns almost immediately disappeared 
It is stated that most of them were melted down ‘and Shivved as: bullion), 


Because of this disappearance of the new neney General Carasca 
had a: new coimge made in Culfacen:,the capital of Sinmloa. ‘he: new 


doliars were in better moulds put were much lower iu silver and con 


tained a considerable amount of copper. As paper money was still. lower 
when the: new coiis appeared there was a profit ihimelting them down’. 
and shipping the bullion. The Carasca dollars were cogned late inithe 
fall of 1913, dhey almost immediately disappeared and are: nownot found 


‘excepting onirare occast{ins. 


It may be that some of the tickets used for smali change in Sonora 
will interest you. “hey are: not exactly ccitns ,but they are ina measure 
a medium developwent betweenspaper money and minted cofus. It was 
thought that the cards would lagt ionger than paper,but this s¢ems to 
have been a mistake und the tickets are very unsatisfactory as a medim 
for circuletion,
